was surely never before seen. 1 found, 
to my sorrow, that, ander :he Gevernor, 
he had much to do with the prison. and 
had power to make us snffer moch. He 
took me aside ; and told me that if 1 wish- 
ed to make the situation of the Missiona- 
ries more tolerable, | must bring him two 
hundred tickals and two pieces of fine 
cloth, on the reception of which he would 
release Dr. Price and Mr. Jndson from 
the hole and put them in another building, 
where | should be allowed to send them 
pillows and mats to sleep on, and their 
daily food. At the same time | obtained | 
an order from the Governes for an inter 

view with Mr. Judson : ard, for the first 
time in my life, looked into the interior 
of a Burman Privon. ‘Ihe wretched and 
ghastly appearance of the Missionaries 
produced feelings indescribable, and tor- 
bade a moments hesitation in producing 
the sum demanded, for their temporary 
relief Mr. Judson was allowed to hob- 
ble to the door of the prison; and after 
five minutes’ conversation, | was ordered 
to dep«rt by a voice and in a manner to 
which I had been unaccustomed, and 
which convinced me that those underlings 
felt that we were entirely in their power, 
Our house was two miles from the pris 
on; and, knowing that nothing could be 
done withoat money, | had provided my 
self with a considerable sum in the morn- 
ing, which enabled me to psy the two 
hundred tickals without delay ; and, the 
same evening, had the congolation of hear- 
ing that Mr. Judson and Dr. Price were 
in a hetter, prison, 

My next object was to get a petition 
presented to the Queen, the brother of 
whom is by far the most powerful man in 
the Empire. Our situation as prisoners 
rendered a personal interview with the 
Queen impossible. 1 was obliged, the re 
fore, to address her through the medium- 
of her brother’s wife, who is of low or 
gin, and proud, haughty, and ambitious 
I had visited her in better days, and re- 
ceived distinguished marks of her favour; 
but now the scene was changed ; Mr 
Judson wasin irons and distress, which 
were reasons sufficient for a frigid recep- 
tion. I took with me a valuable present, 
consisting of a gold wrought mantle and 
other little trappings. She was lolling in 
state, and hardly deigned to raise ber eyes 
on my entrance into her splendid hall. 
I took my seat, not ata respectful distance 
or at her bid:sing, but as near as I could 
well approach, that she might not lose a 
svllable of what | had to communicate. 
I waited not for the question usually asked, 
** What do you want ?” Grief made ne 
bold; and, at once, 1 began a relation of 
our wrongs. I stated to her that Dr. 
Price and Mr. Judson were Americans— 
that they were Ministers of Religion— 
that they had nothing to do with war or 
politics—and that she well knew that ev 
en their residence in Ava was in conse- 
quence of the King’s command. In vain 
I strove to work upon her feelings, by 
requesting herto imagine herself in my 
situation—a stranger in a foreign land, 
and deprived of the protection of an on- 
ly friend, who withoat any alleged crime, 
was thrown into prison and fetters She 
auntolded the present, and coolly said, 
** Your case is not singular: the other 
white prisoners suffer equally with your 
husband. I will however present your 
petition to her Majesty the Queen : come 
again to-morrow.” I went from her 
with little hope; and, faint as it was, | 
endeavoured to communicate the same to 
Mr. Judson, but my admittance was strict- 
ly forbidden by the Writer to whom I had 
given the two hundred tickals. 

Ihe next morning | saw three of the 
King’s Officers pass ; and was intormed, 
that they had gone to take posession of 
Mr. Gauger’s property, and that on the 
morrow our house would be searched. | 
spent the day therefore, in making prep- 
arations to receive them ; arranging and 
secreting «s many articles as possible, 
knowing that we should be in a state of 
starvation, unless some of our property 
could be preserved. 1 again endeavour 
ed to gain admittance to Mr. Jadson, bat 
was refosed. 

The three Officers who had taken pos- 


lprevented the others from taking many

ours. Among the three was one (Koung- 
tong myoo too), who seemed totake an 
interest in my forlorn condition, and who 


‘articles, which were afterward, during 
our long trial, of the greatest use. They 
first demanded my silver, gold, and jew- 
els: I replied that gold I had none— 
jewels | had never woro since my resi- 
| dence in their conntry—but here was the 
key of atrank which contained the silver: 
open and look for yourselves. They 
seemed pleased with my offering them 
the key, and requested that | would o- 
pen the trunk, and that only one person 
should be allowed to enter my inner room 
to take an account of the property. And 
here justice obliges me to say that the 
conduct of these Burman Officers in this 
transaction was more humane and civil. 
zed than any other which I witnessed in 
Ava. The silver was weighed and laid 
aside, ** Have you no more ?”’ said one 
of them * Search for yourselves,” | 
rephed: “the house is at your dispo- 
sal’’-—**Have you not deposited money 
and jewels iw the hands of others 7? “1 
hive no friends in this country : with 
whom should - deposite treasure ?”’ 
* Where is your watch?’ [| produced 
an old one of Mr. Judson’s, which had 
been out of use for along time ; but 
which answered their purpose just as 
well, and was the means of preserving a 
good one which I hed then about me. 
** Where are your goods, your pieces of 
muslin, handkerchiefs, &b.?” ° Mr 
Judson is no merchant ; he neither bnys 
nor sells ; but sobsisis on the free offer- 
ings of the disciples of Christ, who col- 
lected ‘he money which you have taken, 


liberation of Dr. Price and Mr. Judson 3 
he. listened to the petition attentively, 
made some inquiries relative to our com- 
ingto Ava, and then swid that he would 
reflect onthe subject—** Come again to- 
morrow.”” My hopes were now more 
sanguine than ever ; but the morrow dash- 
ed them all, when the prond Bundoolah 
uttered— ** | shall soon return from Ran- 
goon, when I will release the Teachers, 
with all the other prisoners.” 

The war was now prosecuted with all 
the energy of which the Burmans are ca- 
pable. Their expectations of complete 
victory were high; for their Generel 
was invincible, and the glory of their 
King would’ accompany their armies, 
The Government talked loudly of taking 
Bengal, when they had driven the pre- 
sumptuous creatures from their own ter- 
ritortes ; and of destroying from the 
earth every white-faced stranger. So 
great was their hatred to the very appear- 
ance of a foreigner, that | frequently 
trembled when walking the streets ; and, 
that | might not be immediately recogni- 
zed as a stranger, and sometimes gain ad- 
mission to Mr. Judson’s prison, I adosted 
the Burman dress altogether. 

Extortion and oppression had now be- 
came so familiar to us, that we daily ex- 
pected their appearance in some new 
garbor other Sometimes, forten days 
together, | was not allowed to see Mr. 
Judson; and even then could gain admit- 
tance only after dark, when I was obliged 
to return to our house, two miles. without 
an attendant. 

The means which we invented for 
communication were such as necessity a- 
lone could have suggested. At first. I

there was then no hope of Mr. Judson’s 
release from any other quarter ; but a 
recollection of the Judge in the Parable, 
who, though he feared not God nor re- 
garded man, was moved by the importu- 
nities of a widow, induced me to resolve 
to continue my visits until the object was 
obtained. But here, also, I was disap- 
pointed; for, after entreating her many 
times to use her influence in obtaining 
the release of the Missionaries, she be 
came so irritated at my perseverance, 
that she refused to answer my questions ; 
and told me by her looks and motions, 
that it would be dangerous to make any 
further effort. 

For the next seven months, hardly a 
day passed in which I did not visit some 
one member of Government, in order to 
interest their feelings on our behalf. 
The King’s mother, sister, and brother, 
eachin turn, exerted their influence in 
our favour ; but, so great was their fear 
‘of the Qneen, that neither of them ven- 
tured to make a direct application to his 
Majesty ; and. although my varions ef- 
forts were useless asto their grand ob- 
ject, yet the hopes which they exerted 
kept our minds from sinking, and enabled 
us to endure our long iuprisonment bet- 
ter than we otherwise could have done. 

The last persoa to whom I applied, was 
the celebrated Bundoolah, just previous 
to his departure for Rangoon. He had 
gained some advantages over the native 
soldiers at Arracan, 200 of whom he hid 
sent as prisoners to Ava: this, together 
with the circomstance of his having ob- 
tained two or three thousand English m.us- 
kets, gnined him a most favourable recep 
tion at Court : every honour in the pow- 
er of the Kina ‘o bestow, was heaped up 
onhim.

The war now dragged on heavily on 
the part of the Burmans ; and though 
the King and Government continued to 
snpply Bundoolab with what be required, 
yet their confidence in him was shaken, 
and their hopes far from sanguine, 

The news, at lesgth, came, that the 
English Army were advancing, and that 
they were within 20 miles of Donaboo. 
The town was all confusion, and the 
Queen began to send away her immense 
treasure. It was now the first of March, 
the commencement of the hot season ; 
which, in Ava, is peculiarly severe. The 
white prisoners were all put inside of the 
common prison, in five pair of irons each; 
and where they were so crowded with 
Burmaa thieves and robbers, that they 
had not room to he ‘own. There were 
at the time near a hundred prisoners, all 
in one room, without a window or hole 
for the admittance of air, and the door 
half closed. I again applied to the Gov- 
ernor of the city to allow the Missiona- 
ries to be removed to their former place, 
or atleast to let them remain outside of 
the door during the day. I! offered him 
money, and promised to reward him hand- 
‘somely when in my power; but all in 
|vain. The old man shed tears at my dis- 
trees ; but said that it was not in his pow-

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er to comply with my request, for his or- 
ders were from a high quarter : he had 
even been commanded to execute all the 
white prisoners in private ; and, to keep 
them in close confinement was as little as 
he could do... He ordered, however, 
that they should be allowed to go outside | 
of. the door, to eat their rice ! and, when 
inside, be placed as near the door as pos- | 
sible. | was afterwards informed, from 
good authority, that the Queen’s brother, 
Mentho-gyee, had ordered the Governor 
to destroy the white prisoners ; but that

We have written to Dr. Judson re-, 
specting the printing press expressing it | 
as our opinion, that the Committee would 
wish to have it removed to Amherst as) 
soon as possible ; we have not yet receiv 
ed any answer from him. | 
You will probably receollect that we 
stated either in eur other joint letter or 
in some private communications, that, io 
addition to very many other acts of kind- 
ness and munificence, Mr. ———, on | 
leaving Bengal, sent us a bill of fifty ru- 
pees. From his letter, in which the bill 
was enclosed, we could not weil ascertain | 
whether he designed it asa _ present to us 
as his friends, orto the Board; we sup- 
posed the former. After considerable 
deliberation, we concluded to expend the 
money in purchasing articles which would 
afford us pleasure and assistance in our 
labours among the Burmans ; and which 
should be usefulto the Board when we 
should have done withthem. According- 
ly we gave twenty rupees for one of Na 
irnes Orreries, and twenty-five rupees 
for a complete set of brass and steel math- 
ematical instruments ; each of these ar- 
ticles was supposed by good judges to be 
worth at least donble the sum we paid for 
them. We hope this plan will meet the 
approbation of our patrons.

THE BAPTIST GENERAL TRACT

It will be recollected that we published last 
week, a notice of the Annual Meeting of the 
Baptist General Tract Society, in Philadel 
phia. 

We have now received the first number of 
“The Baptist Tract Magazine,” published 
monthly in that city. This number contains 
the proceedings of the Society at their third 
annual, and first meeting, since the removal 
of the Society from Washington to Philadel 
phia.

Proceedings of the Baptist General 
lract Society, at its third annual meet- 
ing; held wn the Sansom street Meeting 
House, City of Philadelphia, Jan. 3, 1827, 
with the Constitution, Report of the 
Board of Directors, &c.

Shall 
there be echools for Barman children on- 
ly, or shall we open an Fnglish school for 
children of the Missionaries, and other 
English families? It is worthy of re- 
mark, that the Benevolent  Institutior 
whico Mr. and Mrs. Peoney superintend, 
and which is composed of boys and girls 
from Portugese, Hindoos, Moosslemen, 
Chinese, Malay, and African families, has 
been the spiritual birth place of a large 
number of these youths ; and that seve 
ral (say from ten to twenty or thirty.) 
bave become very useful preachers of 
the gospel. lo this way Mr. Penney has 
perhaps done more towards spreading 
the gospel in India, than though he had 
devoted his time solely to preaching among 
the natives. Before dismissing this sub- 
ject, we take the liberty to suggest, that 
we think great encouragement will here- 
after be afforded to schools in Burmah ; 
and we trust the friends in America will 
not be backward to furnish us with every 
necessary pecuniary means for carrying 
on this part of our work to the full extent 
of our ability. 

We trust also that there will soon be a 
loud call fur more Missionarie®, and that 
many in America will be ready to say, 
* Lord, here am I, send me.” 

On arriving at Amherst our first busi- 
ness will be to obtain some kind of hous- 
es to dwell in, and as the place is new, it 
ig not probable we shall be able to hire 
any already built ; of course, we shall be 
under the necessity of building for our- 
selves. 

There are three kinds of houses which 
are common in this country ; those built 
ef brick, those whose walls are mud, and 
roofs thatched ; and those whose walls 
are formed of bamboo mats, and their 
roofe, also, thatched. 

We cannot think of building brick hous- 
es at present, because they are very ex. 
pensive, though probably the cheapest in 
the end. 

From inquiry, we apprehend the ex- 
pense of the two last kinds is nearly equal; 
but those with mud walls are the most 
comfortable, as well as the most durable. 


The expense of a house of either of 
these descriptions large enough for a

CONSTITUTION OF THE BAPTIST

Article 1. The name of this Society 
shall be * The Baptist General Tract So- 
ciety.”” Its sole object shall be to dis- 
seminate evangelical truth, and to incul- 
cate sound morals, by the distribution of 
Tracts. 


member of this Society, by paying the 
sum of one dollar or more annually. The 
payment of ten dollars at one time shall 
constitute a person a member for life; 
and any person paying twenty-five dol- 
lars, shall be a Director for life. All 
Subscribers shall be efititled to receive 
one half the amount of their subscriptions 
in Tracts, at ten pages for one cent. 

Art. 3. There shall be an Annual 
Meeting of the Society onthe Ist Wednes- 
day in January, when the following offi- 
cers shall be chosen by ballot, viz.—a 
President, Vice President, Agent, Secre- 
tary, Freasurer, and fifteen other mem- 
bers, who shall together form a Board of 
Directors. for the managemeut of the con- 
cerns of the Society. Five members 
shall conatitute a quorum. The Board 
shall have power to fill any vacancy 
which may occur in its own body. 

Art. 4. The Directors shall superin- 
tend the publication and distribution of 
such Tracts, as they shall approve; the 
appointment of subordinate Agents; the 
establishment of Depositories ; the form- 
ation of Auxiliary Societies, Gc. They 
shall hold frequent meetings, under such 
regulations a3 they may adopt, in con- 
formity with the general provisions of 
this Constitution. They shall appoint 
the place and hour for the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Society ; and may, if they think 
proper, make arrangements for an Annual 
Sermon, or Public Addresses, and a col- 
lection for the benefit of the Society.— 
The Directors andthe Treasurer, shall 
make an Annual Report of their pro- 
ceedings. 

Art. 5. Any Tract Society, contribu- 
ting one fourth of its receiptsto the

Treasury of this Society, shall be consid- 
ered an Auxiliary, and shall be allowed a 
discount of ten per cent. from the usual 
rate of ten pages for acent. Agents of 
Depositories shall have a reasonable 
compensation for their services, to be de- 


Auxihary Socie- 
ties shall be allowed, and are requested to 
send one Delegate to the Annual Meeting 
of the Society, to represent them, who 
shall have the privileges of a member, 
ihe Presidents of Auxiliaries, shall be 
ex-officio members of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Art. 6. The Agent shall conduct the 
correspondence ol the Society, and shall 
carry into effect the me:sures adopted 
by the Board of Directors. 

‘Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a 
record of the proceedings of the Board of 
Directors and Society 

Art. 8. The Treasurer shall receive 
all monies, and shall give to the Presi- 
dent ior the time being, satisiactory secu 
| rity for the safe keeping of the funds'com- 
| mitted to them. 

Art. 9. The President shall call a 
meeting of the Society, at the request of 
jam jority of the Board of Directors. 

Ari. 10. Any alterations of this Con- 
stitution may be made at an Annual Meet- 
ing, by the concurrence of two-thirds of 
the members present.

EXTRACTS FROM THE THIRD 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


** The servants of Christ, who are stri 
ving to diffuse the knowledge of his salva- 
tion, cannot always tell of the spreading 
of his empire. They know that ne reigns, 
and that bis kingdom increases under his 
direction, beyond our calculation. Means 
and ends are under bis controul, and he 
can make those which appear weak and 
insufficient, mighty through his grace, to 
the pulling down of strong holds. Labour 
for him is never lost. One may sow and 
another reap, but the harvest is sure ; 
though neither bim that planteth, nor him 
that watereth, is any thing. Supported 
by such considerations, his people can 
take encouragement, even in seasons of 
darkness. Thus when we hear from our 
fellow labourers, if they cannot inform us 
of great success, itis pleasing to know 
that they are still in the work of the Lord. 
We hope therefore, that our brethren, 
who wish to promote the spread of truth 
by the circulation of Tracts, and have 
beea looking to us for supplies, will be 
gratified to learn, that having obtained 
help of God, the Baptist General Tract 
Society still continues to operate, and that 
its prospects are encouraging. It de- 
volves on a Committee in this city, ap 
pointed by the Board of Directors in the 
City of Washington, on their behalf, to 
lay before the Members, Auxiliaries, and 
friends of the Society, an account of the 
proceedings of the last year. It will be 
proper first to state why it is, that the Re- 
port is published in Philadelphia. From 
the Minutes of the Board it appears, that 
‘at a meeting held Oct. 30, 1826, they 
entered into a-discussion on the state of 
the Society, and the expediency of chang- 
ing the seat of its operations ; after which 
they passed the following.” ” 

** At the call of the Board, the Society 
held a meeting in Washington, Nov. 14, 
and passed the subsequent preamble and 
resolution : | 

‘** Whereas the Board of Directors of 
this Society, in the prosecution of the du- 
ties assigned them, have encountered ma- 
ny obstacles, tending to retard and em- 
barrass their proceedings, and to limit the 
highly impottaut operations of the Socie 
ty. And, whereas, our Baptist brethren 
of Philadelphia and vicinity, have assured 
the Board of their willingness, by person. 
al efforts and contributions, to give it all 
that efficiency which they are able to do, 
from the facilities which they possess for 


immediate and ready transportation -of 
Tracts, to the Depositories and Socie- 
ties, in every part of the Union; the ste- 
reotyping of I'racts, purchase of paper, 
&c. provided the Society shall think pro- 
per to remove the seat of its operations 
tothat City. And whereas the said Board 
of Directors did, at a meeting on the 13th 
of November, request the President to 
call this meeting, forthe express purpose 
of sanctioning such removal, therefore 


* Resolved, That the seat of operations 
of this Society, and all books, plates, | 
Tracts, and other property belonging 
thereto, be transferred to Philadelphia, 
and that the Board be directed to carry 
this resolution into effect.” 

‘* By referring to the documents of the 
Board of Directors, it appears that the 
Treasurer has received in the year 1826, 
including the balanee in favour of the So- 
ciety at the last Annual Meeting, $1118 
84. The whole amount has been appro- 
priated for the purposes of the Society, 
leaving the treasury empty; and the’ 
Board is under further engagements tor 
new plates, paper &c. to about $200.— | 
Chere are sums due from and 


Agents 
Auxiliaries, in all more than twice that | 
amount, butat present they are unavaila- | 
ble for the purposes of the Society. 

“At the last Anniversary, there were | 
51,564 pages of Tracts on hand. The | 
number printed during the year, is 888 ,000 | 
pages, making in all 939,564. The nom- | 
ber issued in the same period from the, 
parent Depository, ts 703,513° pages; | 
leaving 236,051 for further distribution. | 
Che tollowing statement shows the whale | 
number of Tracts printed by the Society | 
<ince its formation :—Total, 221,500 co- | 
pies, 2064000 pages. 

‘Forty thousand copies more were | 
printed in 1826, than in 18-5. The} 
plates for ten new Tracts have been re- | 
ceived, making 96 pages, which added to 
those procured previously, make 2:6 pa- 
ges of stereotype, and extends the series | 
to No. 41. The Tracts from No. 1 to 19, | 
are now out of print, but will be stereo- 
typed as soon #s means will allow. New| 
Tracts will be substitnted for some of | 
them, bearing the same numbers. Thus 
the series trom No. | onward will be un- 
broken, and being in stereotype, a per- | 
petual supply of them may be kept on | 
hand ; provided the income of the Socie 
ty shall meet the expense.

** Renewed exertions should be made 
The object and plan of the Society musi 
meet the approbation of all who love the 
Lord Jesus, and pray for bis kingdom to 
come. Tracts which exhibit the truths of 
the Gospel in a plain and pungent manner, 
have been greatly owned of God, for the 
establishment of saints, and conversion of 
sinners. ‘They are therefore an instru 
ment to be used by the Church of Christ, 
for the enlargement of her borders Our 
denomination has done comparatively lit- 
tle in the circulation of religious Tracts ; 
if we except the Circular Letters addres- 
sed yearly to the Churches, which are 
chiefly intended for the edification of be 
lievers But the time has come for us to 
awake to the work of doing good among 
mankind at large, and by every possible 
method, to spread a knowledge of the way 
of life everlasting. Negligence and sloth 
in the work of God. never justifiable in 
his people, are less so when means so 
cheap and convenient can be used, for the 
spread of the Gospel among the careless 
and the destitute; especially since the 
efforts of others thus to disseminate both | 
truth and error, are moltiplied. It be- | 
comes all the servants of Christ to 


pro-| 
mote the dispersion of Spiritual Tracts. 
This method of doing good is so simple | 
and ready, that all, from the highest to the 
lowest, may assist. Thus the private 
members of our Churches, male and fe- 
male, and even children, by distributing 
Tracts, may do something instrumentally 
for the salvation of souls. Every cent ex- 
pended for this purpose, (and how many 
are squandered for trifles even by profes 
sors of religion,) puts a Tract in circula- 


tion; which, with the Lord’s blessing, 
may inform, awaken, comfort or strength- 
en some one in his way to eternity. It is 
hoped the importance of this subject, w Il 
be duly considered by our brethren gen- 
erally. If those to whom this shall come, 
have done any thing to promote the good 
work, we trust they will not be weary in 
well doing, but continue and redouble 
their exertions. If they have done noth- 
ing, let them enquire, what can we do to 
forward the Society’s useful design ?

| The New Testament isin direct opposttion 
to every depraved Principle tn Human 
Nature. 
Laws, it has been assérted, must be 


‘suited to the dispositions and manners of 


the people for whom they are made. 
Divine rectitude scorns the idea. Let 
laws, it says, be perfectly good, however 
bad the persons for whom they are de- 
signed. The former is, indeed, the dic- 
tate of human policy ; and men, guided 
by no higher principles, have acted ac- 
cording to it, both in ancient and modern 
times. This was the wisdoin of the an- 
cient legislators among the heathens: 
and many in modern times, have iaughed 
loud at the folly of attempting to give a 
perfect code of laws, to an imperfect and 
depraved nation. The religion which 
the legislators of old blended in their sys 

tem, was of a piece with their laws; and 
was designed to be sweet to the taste of 
their vicious countrymen. It required 
few sacrifices, and those not painful : it 
indulged eager appetites, and heated pas- 
sions. Mahomet acted on the same prin- 
ciples. How gratifying are many of his 
maxims to flesh and blood! To be al. 
lowed to retain and to cherish evil dispo- 
sitions in the heart, and yet to be on the 
road to paradise, is beyond measure deli- 
cious to every lover of iniquity. Weare 
not to wonder, if such systems were re- 
ceived without a struggle. by those to 
whom they were preposed. Is this the 
cause, that the Koran is more respectful- 
ly spoken of by many modern Deists, than 
the New Testament? They will atleast 
own, that none of their party have ever 
appeared the advocates for an austere 
morality. 

But here is a religion which declares 
open war, and irreconcilable enmity with 
every evil disposition in the human heart. 
It tolerates none : it denounces an anthe- 
ma against all. Of the most odious sins, 
disobedience to parents, dishonesty, in 
justice, murder, and adultery, it speaks’ 
with abhorrence: it says they ought not 
even to be named anong Christians. But 
this is not all: it descends into the heart ; 


it puts forth its hand and plucks out ev- 


ery root of bitterness which, springing 
up, would pollute the soul, and defile the 
life. Many principles which the world 
approves, as ambition, the eager pur-uit 
of wealth, fondness for pleasure, pride, 
envy, revenge, contempt of others, and 
emulation, the Gospel condemns. These 
the world considers on Many occasions to 
be harmless, in some commendable: 
christianity condemns them all, in every 
form avd degree. It forbids the indul- 
gence of them eveain thought ; and com- 
mands the desire to be strangled in its 
birth. Neither the hands, the tongue, 
the head, nor the heart, must be guilty of 
one iniquity. However much the world 
may applaud the heroic ambition of one, 
the love of glory in another, the success- 
ful pursuits of affluence in a third, the 
high minded pride, the glowing patriotism 
which would compel all the neighboring 
nations to bow the neck, the steady pur- 
suit of revenge for injuries received, and 
a sovereign contempt of the rude and ig- 
noble vulgar ; cbristianity condemns them 
all, and enjoins the disciples of Jesus to 
crucify them without reluctance, and 
without delay. 
though dear as aright eye, for use or 
|pleasure: or even necessary asa right 
hand, for defence or labour. While the 
gospel insists on the destruction of evil 
principles, the exercise of the opposite 
dispositions, humility, contentment, meek- 
ness, charity, forgiveness, perfection, &c 
is strictly enjoined. As a specimen, read 
the words of the book itself. Matt. v. 43, 
44, 45, 48. ** Ye have heard that it 
hath been said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor, and hate thine enemy: but | 
say unto you. Love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which de- 
spitefully use you, and persecute you ; 
that ye may be the children of your fath- 
er in Heaven: for he maketh his sun to 
rise on the evil and on the good, and send- 
eth rain on the just and on the unjust. 
Be ye therefore perfect, even as your 
father which is in heaven, is perfect.” 
Rom. xii. 20, 21. ‘* Dearly beloved, 
avenge not yourselves: but if thine ene. 
my hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give 
him drink : for in so doing thou shalt heap 
coals of fire upon his head. Be not over- 
come of evil; but overcome evil with 
good.”” 1 Peter, iii. 9. ‘* Not render- 
ing evil for evil, or railing for railing ; but 
contrawise blessing; knowing that ye 
are thereunto called, that ye should in- 
herit a blessing.” 

What a system of opposition to evil, 
and of the purest goodness, is here! To 
what source shall we trace it?

American Colonization Society.—The 
Annual Meeting of this Society took place 
on Saturday evening last, in the Hall of 
the House of Representatives. The 
Hon Richard Rush, one of the Vice 
Presidents, inthe Chair. 

Several gentlemen were present, as 
Delegates from Auxiliary Societies. Res- 
olutions were adopted, presenting thanks 
tothe Board of Managers and others, in 
the usual style of compliment. The Ke- 
port of the Board is a long and interest- 
ing document, and represents the objects 
of the Society to be gaining friends in dif- 
ferent parts of the country—and the Col- 
ony at Liberia,to be ina state of encour- 
aging prosperity. Addresses were pro- 
nounced by Samuel L Knapp, Esq- of 
Boston, by the Hon. Henry Clay, Secre 
tary of State, and by the Hon. Mr. 
Weems, of Maryland, and a few remarks 
were made by the Hon. C. F. Mercer of 
Loudon, Virginia. The address of Mr. 
Knapp, considering that it was an almost 
extempore effort, was a superior produc. 
tion, highly creditable to himself, and par- 
ticularly gratifying to an attentive audi- 
ence. The address of Mr. Clay was 
finely conceivei, and eloquently pro- 
nounced, and fully sustained his high rep- 
utation as a philanthropic statesman and 
accomplished orator. 

On motion by the Hon. Mr. Mercer, 
it was 

Resolved, That a Committee be ap- 
pointed to prepare and cause to be trans 
lated into the several languages of most 
current use, in Europe and America, a 
memorial tothe sovereign authority of 
every maritime nation on both Continents 
earnestly soliciting the denunciation of 
the Slave Trade as piracy. 

The Committee appointed to prepare 
this Memorial, consists of the Hon. Mr. 
Mercer, Gen. Walter Jones, and the 
Rev. Dr. Laurie.

ON THE ANCHORS OF THE SHIP. 


Men unacquainted with navigation, 
would think that the cables to which the 
anchors are appended, were fastened to 
some part above deck : but it is not so; 
they come from the very inmost part of 
the ship, and are as it were its bowels 
winding out. Even so, 
the anchor of the soul, in all her facal 
ties, going out and fastens on Christ. 

And, as it is enough to the ship that 
she rides safe at her moorings, though 
her anchors are not exposed to every 
eye, but hid beneath a heap of waters, and 
only known by their effects, that she 
keeps by her station, in spite of winds and 
waves, of tides and storms. Just so, it is 
enough that the anchor of the soul be fix- 
ed within the veil, though concealed from 
vu gar view, it will be known by its sweet 
effects. The soul shall abound in fruits 
of righteousness, shall find a sweet tran 
quility within, shall be stable like Mount 
Zion, while the wicked shall! be tossed 
like a rolling thing before the whirlwind. 

Sometimes a ship may drive, when nei- 
ther the anchor is weighed, nor the cable 
cut or slipt ; but then it is owing to the 
anchor losing its hold ; but this is reme- 
died by letting out cable, or dropping the 
anchor anew. Just so, when. the soul 
loses its hold of Christ and heavenly 
things, it is no wonder that it be driven 
hither and thither, by storms and tem 
pests, among rocks and quicksands ; nor 
is there any other way of bringing the 
soul to rest and composure, but by act- 
ing faith more strongly on Christ, and 
casting her anchor anew within the veil. 

It would be ridiculous for the ship mas- 
ter to hoist his sails before he weighs his 
anchors; but the Christian can never 
steer safely through the course of life, 
but with his anchor fixed within the veil; 
then, if he is thus heavenly wise, he shall 
weather every storm, and make the ha 
ven, the long wished for haven, at last. 

Even the ship at anchor is not altogeth- 
er free from motion in the greatest calm, 
and sometimes will roll in such a manner, 
as to make some of the ship’s company 
sick ; and others believe that the anchor 
has lost its hold, and that al! is in danger 
Even so, the saints, though secured 
against utter ruin, may have many chang 
es, may be much tossed with adversities, 
and various afflictions; and may have 
fears without, and fightings within. 

But how much wiser is the mariner in 
a storm, than the children of wisdom 
themselves? The fiercer the tempest, 
and the greater the danger, they cast out 
the more anchors. But the saints, in 
times of greatest trouble, instead of acting 
the strongest faith, are apt to cry out, 
‘**lost, and undone!” and so cut their ca- 
bles, and cast loose their anchors ; and 
thus, and that always in a night of sorrow 
and anguish, are tossed on the rongh sea
